1. The employer in relation to the said establishment shall 
submit such returns to the Regional Provident Fund Com- 
missioner, Madhya Pradesh, Indore, maintain such accounts 
and provide for such facilities for inspection, as Ihc Central 
Government may direct from time to time. 

2. The employer shall pay such inspection charges as the 
Central Government may, from time to time, direct under 
cl'ause (a) of sub-section <3A) of section 17 of die said 
Act, within fifteen days from the close of every month. 

3. Ail expenses involved in the adnunistation of Ihc Group 
Insurance Scheme, including maintenance of accounts, sub- 
mission of returns, payment of insurance premia, transfer of 
accounts, payment of inspection charges, etc. shall be born* 
by the employer.

5. The employer shall arrange, In respect of an employee 
who leaves the establishment and joins another establishment 
covered under the said Act, to transfer to the Insurance Fund 
in respect of the other establishment, the proportionate pre- 
mium to the credit of the outgoing employees. 

6. Where an employee, who is alieady a member of the 
Employees’ Provident Fund or the Provident Fund of an 
establishment exempted under the said Act, is employed tn 
nis establishment, the employer shall immediately enrol him 
as a member of Group Insurance Scheme and pay necessary 
premium in respect of him to ihe Life Insurance Corporation

7. The employer shall arrange to enhance the benefits 
available to the employees under the Group Insurance Scheme 
appropriately, if the benefits available to the employees under 
the said Scheme are enhance, so that the benefits available 
under the Group Insurance Scheme are more favourable to 
the employees than the benefits admissible under the said 
Scheme. 

8. Notwithstanding anything contained in the Group In- 
surance Scheme, if on the death of an employee the amount 
payable under this Scheme be less than the amount that 
would he payable had the employee been covered under i he 
said Scheme, the employer shall pay the difference to the 
legal heir/nominee of the employee as compensation.

Madhya Pradesh, 
Indore and where any amendment is likely to affect adversely 
the interest of the employees, the Regional Provident Fund 
Commissioner, shall before giving his approval, give a rea- 
sonable opportunity to the employees to explain their point 
of view. 

10. Where, for any reason, the employees of the establish- 
ment do not remain covered under the Group Insurance 
Scheme of the T.ife Insurance Corporation of India as already 
adopted by the establishment, or the benefits to the employees 
under this Scheme are reduced in any manner, the exemp- 
tion shall be deemed to have been cancelled with effect from 
that date and the establishment shall be treated a s covered 
under the said Scheme.
